REVISION ASSUHED! 


] 


The Presbyterian Ocneral Assembly 
Presents Its Report for ICevision 
and Appoints a Committee. 


SABATOGA, N . Y., May 24.—The ven 
erable.Dr. James McCosh, ex-president 
of Princeton college, was introduced 
and addressed the Presbyterian assem- 
bly this morning. He was followed by 
Rev. Dr. Matthews, of England, general 
secretary of the Presbyterian alliance. 
The report of the committee to which 
the several 
resolutions 
relative to 
the appointment of a committee on re- 
vision were refered, was près ented as 
follows: 


Your committee report that they have 
unanimously «greed upon the .following 
preambles and the resolution, the adop- 
tion of which they recommend: 


WHEKEAS, The last general assembly 
directed an overture lo be transmitted 
to thè Presbyteries in these words : 
Ist, Do you desire a revision of the con- 
fession of faith? 2d, If so, in what re- 
spects and to what extent? and, 


WHEREAS, IC appears from the report 
of the special committee appointed to 
canvass the answers of the presbyteries 
to said overture that 134 presbyteries 
have answered "yes" to the first ques- 
tion; therefore, 


Besolved, 1st. That á committee, com- 
posed of onetoember of the assembly 
from each synod, fco-wit: Nineteen 
ministers and ten elders, be appointed 
by the moderator to nominate to this 
assembly a committee consisting of fif- 
teen ministers and ten elders which 
shall be called "The Assembly's com- 
mittee on revision of the confession of 
faith," which committee, when consti- 
tued by the general assembly, shall 
consider the suggestions made *by the 
presbyteries in their answers to the sec- 
ond of the above questions and formu- 
late and report to the general assembly 
of 1891, such alterations and amend- 
ments to the confession of faith as in 
their judgment may be deemed desira- 
ble. 


2nd. This 
committee on revision 
shall meet at the call of a temporary 
chairman to be named by the moderator 
and shaD, upon meeting, appoint their 
own permanent 
chairman and shall 
have power to fill vacancies. 


3rd. This committee is instructed to 
meet at an early date, not later than 
October 
31, 189Ü, and diligently 
pursue 
its 
work, 
that 
it may 
promptly report at the meeting of the 
general assembly of 1891; 
and, whereas, 
sixty-eight presbyteries have answered 
"no" to the first of the above questions, 
and si-xty-nine 
presbyteries of those 
answering "yes" have expressly sai^i 
that they desire no change in the con- 
fession of faith to be made" that impairs 
the integrity of the system of doctrine 
taught therein^ therefore . 


'That this committee on le- 
vision be and hereby are instructed that 
they shall not propose any alterations 
or amendments that will in any way im- 
pair the integrity of the reformed or 
Calvinistic system of doctrine taught in 
the confession of faith. 


Great applause followed the reading 
of the report. Dr. MoCracken heartily 
seconded the paper, and Dr. Erskine 
proceeded to address the assembly in its 
support. He was interrupted by cries 
of "question," and soon yielded to the 
assembly's impatience to get a vote. 


The report was unanimously adopted 
and the assembly sang, "Praise God 
From Whom all Blessings Flow." 


The moderator announced the follow- 
ing committee, which will nominate the 
actual committee of revision : H. Ham- 
pleton Hunter, synod of Atlantic; Benj. 
F. Bittenger, Baltimore; Wm. A. Alex- 
ander, Catawashi; Frank. H. Mills, 
China; Robert Douglas, Colorado; Curtis 
O. Strong, Columbia; Wm. C. Roberts, 
temporary chairman, Illinois; Thomas 
Tracy, India; Henry B. Say lor, Indiana; 
John Edwards, Indian Territory; Wm. 
G. Donnan, Iowa; Lewis I. Drake, 
Kansas; James Barbour, 
Kentucky; 
John T. Oxtoby, Michigan; Daniel R. 
Noyes, Minnesota; Frank J. Baird, 
Missouri; Samuel P. Davidson, Nebras- 
ka; Nathaniel W. Voorhees, New Jersey; 
Samuel D. Fulton, New Mexico; Geo. 
Alexander, New Tork; James M. Ander- 
son, North Dakota; Daniel H. Evans, 
Ohio; Henry B. Gage, Pacific;Ebenezer 
Erskine, Pennsylvania; Elliott Ii. Dres- 
ser, South Dakota; Samuel T. Wilson, 
Tennessee; Henry S. Little, Texas; T.'

The committee at once went into ses- 
sion. The committee on bills and over- 
tures reported in favor of a concensus 
creed. Dr. Johnson opposed the report 
on the ground that the proposition is 
inopportune. 
Drs. -Thompson 
and 
Kempshall favored the motion. Dr.' 
Patterson said he would vote for the 
committee's 
report 
because he be- 
lieved 
that 
the attempt would not 
succeed in the end. It would be to 
the credit of the church, however, to 
make the attempt. The question was 
put and the report adopted by an 
almost unanimous vote. 


This finished the important business 
of the assembly of 1890, ai^d at noon it 
adjourned until Monday morning.

1' -a recent meetinfir 
in Chicago or the 
Executive Commit- 
tee of thé Illinois 
State Sabbath Asso- 
ciation. and the Chi- 
cago committee of 
the National Sab- 
b a t h Union, the 
question of havine: 
at the world's fair a 
full and impartial 
exhibit of all the 
principal 
religions 
of the world was 
discussed. It was 
contended by Dr. 
W. W. Everts that 
such a congress of religions would not only 
prove au interesting and instructive fea- 
ture pf the great international exposition, 
but result in great and lasting good to the 
world at large. 


No decisive action was taken, but there 
is little doubt that, /or the first time in 
the world's his to y. representatives of her 
different religions will meot on a plane of 
perfect equality and universal fellowship. 


That will be three years hence; yet in 
these days of traveling by steam and talk- . 
ing by lightninff the whirligig of time re- 
volves so lapidly that the openins day will 
be here before we realize it. Everybody 
will visit the world's lair, and on the p:in- 
eiple that the more one knows the more 
one can learn, some account of the differ- 
ent great religious systems of the earth 
may prove both interesting and valuable. 


Volney, in his "Kuins," supposes himself 
taken by a genius upon a mountain, from 
the heights of which he looks down upon 
an assembly representing all the different 
nations and creeds that have 
existed 
among men since the creation. In a dis- 
cussion of the merits and origins of their 
religions, each in succession claims his 
own to be possessed of the most fatherly 
antiquity, and to have lurnished the start- 
ing point of all others. 


'J houfih an exaggeration, this, no doubt, 
contains a germ of truth. 
'J he evolution 
theory is as applicable to the formation 
and growth of religions as to the develop- 
ment of the material world. In the sketch 
here given of the salient features of the 
five leading existing faiths of the world 
the reader will note many respmblanees, 
all pointing to a common origin, and that 
manifestly diviue;_j 


Coniucianisni. 


' The prevailing religion of the Celestial 
Empire is not a religion at all; at least not 
when viewed through Christian spectacles. 
It is a philosophy rather than a faith, but 
it is a philosophy which for twenty-three 
centuries has controlled the lives and ac- 
tions of the teeming millions of China, 
has regulated the reign of her sovereigns 
throush long dynasties, and practically 
guided all the affairs of her vast govern- 
ment. 
This philosophy is called Confu- 
cianism, after its illustrious propagator. 


Confucius—Kung-lu-tse. 
literally 
Holy 
Master Kuna—was born June 9, 551 B.C., 
in the then independent kingdom of Loo. 
now a Chinese province. His family was a 
distinguished one of soldiers and states- 
men, and his descendants have reached to 
more than seventy generations, and now 
number forty thousand people. They are 
treated with great respect and considera- 
tion. 


Confucius was remarkable even in his 
youth, and at 15 had made himself master 
c»" the five sacred books called Kings. The 
literary work of his life was principally 
confined to editing these sacred books, and 
as we now have them they came from him. 
The ancient philosophy, which he so de- 
cidedly Improved, dates back to 3327 B. C., 
at which time it was founded by Fuh-he. 
who, so far as the Chinese are concerned, 
invented the art of writing. 


Confucius lived to be 73 years of age. 
He says, in his writinss: "At 15 years I 


very «Treat antiquity, and a literature ex- 
tending back some thirty centuries, they 
have no authentic history or chrbnolotty. 
They boast a phllosophv as profound and 
spiritual as any the world has ever seen, 
but it is associated ^ with the coarsest of 
superstitious. To enumerate the contra- 
dictions of this many-sided faith would re- 
quire a volume. It is a principle not to kill 
a worm, yet the crueltie» practiced by In- 
dian tyrants surpass belief. To renounce

lonfced for wisdom; at 30. my mind was 
fixed in the pursuit of it; at 40, I saw clear- 
ly certain principles; at 50, I understood 
the rule given by heaven; at 60. everything 
I hoard I understood: at 70, the desires of 
my heart no longer transgressed the law." 


When asked to compress in one sentence 
the whole duty of man, he replied: "Do not 
to others what you would not have them 
do to you." Here, in a negative form, we 
have the Golden Rule enunciated by Christ 
five centuries later. 


The mainspring of the system of Confucius 
is reverence. He did not announce bis belief 
in a personal God. and his worship was di- 
rected to antiquity, to ancestors, to propri- 
ety and usaiie, to the state as the father 
and mother of its subjects, and to the ruler 
as the place of authority. 
His power came 
from the clearness of his convictions, 
coupled with the absolute honesty of his 
80Ul. 
; Confucianism may be rhus briefly ex- 
plained: There, is one ultimate principle of 
¡all existence—Vhe Tae-Keih, or Grand Ex- 
treme. 
This is immaterial and is the basis 
of the order of the universe. From this 
ultimate 
principle, which has operated 
from all eternity, comes nature, both ani- 
mate and Inanimate. It operates by cease- 
less active and passive pulsations. 
When 
the active pulsation, or expansion, has 
reached Its extreme limit, the operation 
jbecomes passive, and from these vibrations 
proceed all material and mortal existences. 
.Creation, is therefore, a perpetual process 
:—matter and spirit are opposite results ot 
the same force. The one tends to variety, 
,the other to unity, and variety, in unity is a 
permanent and universal law of being. 
'Man is the result of ttte utmbst develop- 
ment of this pulsatory action, and man's 
nature, as the highest result, is perfectly 
ifrood. consisting of five elements, viz: 
,Charity, righteousness, propriety, wisdom, 
'and sincerity. Evil arises from man's con- 
flict with the outer world, and a man is 
sood when he follows the dictates of his 
own nature, bad when unduly influenced 
by the outer world. The holy man is one 
who has an instinctive 
sight of the 
ultimate principle in its two-fold oper- 
ation 
(or what we would 
call the 
sight of God). Confucius was the last of 
these holy men. The infallible authority of 
the sacred books comes from the fact that 
their writers, bein^ holy men, had an in- 
etinctive perception of the working of the 
U l t i m a t e principle. 
This last is much like 
the Christian theory of the inspiration of 
the Bible. 
Confucius was undoubtedly one of the 
greatest of mortals. His system is believed 
and implicitly followed by about one-fourth 
of the entire human family, and has been 
the most successful of all. 
, While Confucianism is the established 
reli^oB and rules the thought of Cnina. it 
-permits two others to exist. These are a 
modified Buddhist system, and.that'of Tao- 
ism. Thej supply the supernatural ele- 
ment wholly wanting in the system of Coji- 
fnciuB. 
The last nas degenerated Jnto 
magic, and something very like our moaern 
«plritualism. What following they have is 
from tbe least intelligent of the people. 


Bntfimlnlsna. 
' Thisrvast. oomplioated. contradiotorr re- 
ligion can be referred to no founder. It is 
•tbe-relfslon of Hie Brabmins, who are the 
foyper or sacerdotal caste among the Hin- 
•doos. It lacks form and unity, and the 
•Iwst description of it must be somewhat 
le and imsatisfactory. 
' I ^Jie Hindoos have «aored bootu M 


the gratification of the senses is a tunda- 
mental principle, yet licentiousness reigns 
supremf. Many well-informed writers in 
India say that the Brahminical relision is 
pure monotheism, while as many more de- 
clare that they worship a million gods. 
Some Europeans teach us that the Hindoos 
are spiritualists and pantheists; others that 
their idolatry is the most gross in the 
world. 


In India the whole tendency of thought is 
ideal, the entire religion pure spiritualism. 
The pod of Brahminism is an intelligence, 
absorbed in profound contemplation. It is 
their extreme idealism which gives rise to 
all their inconsruities. Havina no chron- 


the cow. amounting almost to posttiTe 
worship. To kill one of these'sacred ani- 
mals is a far greater crime than to murder 
a person belonging to one of the lower 
castes. It is no uncommon sight to see a 
group of Hmdoos on their knees before a 
cow. seemingly engaged' in ecstatic ador- 
ation.

Buddhism. 


Buddhism has been called "The Protest- 
antism of the East." But this is true only 
'of its spirit, for in its outward form it bears 
a striking resemblance to the Bomish 
church. The Buddhist clergy practice celib- 
acy. both sexes largely leada monastic life, 
and further resemblance can be noted in 
their strings of beads, their chanting of 
prayers, their worship of relics. ' their In- 
cense, and candles. Confessions of sin are 
regularly practiced, and In many other re- 
gards they are strikingly like the Roman- 
ists. Buddhism resembles Protestantism 
in many respects. It saves the soul by 
teaching, not sacrificing; sermouci are the 
main instrumeuts: the^ laity are not over- 
shadowed by the clergy, but retain their 
rights. 
Buddhism is a revolt of nature 
against spirit, of salvation bv laith against 
salvation by sacraments. And in this it has 
eone too far and lost God. There is in 
Buddhism neither creation nor Creator. 
Siddartha, or Gautama, 
afterwards 
Buddha—or more properly the Buddha— 
was the èon of Ihe Ivin=r ot Oude.in Central 
India. Siddartha was born about six cen- 
turies 
before 
Christ, and early dis- 
tinguished himself by his intellectual and 
moral qualities. At an early age he re- 
nounced the hisrh place to which he had 
been born and left his father's palace, de- 
claring that he'would never return until he 
had attained to a sight of the divine law. 
and so became Buddha. .He found no sat- 
isfaction in Brahmtnic austerities, but 
practiced them for six years to subdue his 
senses. 
Betiring to a secluded spot, after 
a week of constant meditation, he attained 
the true beatific vision. Having arrived at 
th.e certainty of truth, he resolved to teach 
it to the world. He met with fierce oppo- 
sition 
from the "Hindoo 
scribes and 
Pharisees"—the 
leadins 
Brahmins—but 
gathered around him many disciples and 
continued his noble work until he died at 
the age of 80 years. 


Buddha, like Christ, left no writings 
whatever, and his doctrines were given 
form and permanence by councils called

ologv or fixed history, they live entirely in 
the present. This world and time do not 
interest thom. 
God and eternity are all in 
all. Believing that the body is the great- 
est enemy of the soul, they torture them- 
selves with self-inflicted torments, of the 
nature of tvhich all have read. But one ex- 
treme produces another, and so asceticism 
and gross self-indulgence are both every- 
where present. 


Thev believe in one Being, the absolute 
spirit,' the supreme and only god—Gara 
Brahm. He has no qualities, attributes, or 
activity. He is neither the object of hope, 
fear. love, nor aversion. Hence he cannot 
be worshiped, and this accounts for tlie 
universality of idol worship in India. 
Idols of the most grotesque form, endless 
variety, and enormous numbers exist in 
thousands of temples. 
The sacred books of the Hindoos ar® very 
numerous, and are so old that their origins 
are lost in the mists of time. From them 
Louis Jacolliot, the renowned Sanskrit 
scholar, has traced not only the account of 
the creation of the world, as set forth in 
Genesis, but most of the events recorded 
in the entire . Pentateuch, especially the 
Levitical laws. In the Hindoo account of 
the creation. Adam 
(Adima) and Eve 
(Heva) were placed in the island of Ceylon, 
and told by Brahma not to leave it under 
penalty of death. 
Ceylon was not then an 
island, but was connected with the main- 
land of India by a narrow isthmus. There 
the Prince of the Bakchasos, the spirit of 
evil, inspired Adima with a desire to visit 
the mainland, which appeared to be a 
beautiful country. Heva objected, and re- 
ferred to Brahma's command, but yielded 
to Adima's request, and allowed him to 
carry her over the isthmus on his back. 
No Booner had this been traversed than it 
sank into the sea, renderine return impos- 
sible. while the flowery shore became a 
desert. Brahma appeared in great rage, 
to put them to death. Adima declared 
Heva to be guiltless, and Brahma decided 
to spare her life; whereupon she. prayed 
that she be not left alone, but might share 
her husband's fate. Brahma was touched, 
and pardoned both. It is recorded in the 
sacred books: "The life of man was saved 
at the intercession of a woman, cursed be 
he who forgets it!" The Adam of Genesis 
acted a much less manly part. 


Almost all the great religions of the 
world have embraced a trinity—notably

those of Egypt. Persia, and Buddhism— 
and Brahminism forms no exception. The 
Indian trinity consists of Brahma, the cre- 
ator of all things through the power of 
prayer; 
Yishnu. who mediates .between 
the deities and the lower races of men. or 
demons, and who represents the protecting 
and preserving principle: and Siva, the 
Divine Spirit, who is the power that directs 
the eternal movement of existence and of 
dissolution. This triad f9rm of deity seems 
the result of an effort to unite in one faith 
all the various belief^ of India as against 
the Buddhists. Brahma is now little wor- 
shiped. the ma^s of the people bowing 
down to Christna. an incarnation of Vish- 
nu. and other gods. .Christnar whose dis^ 
ciples gave him the name of Jezeus—pure 
essence—was born of the virgin Devan- 
aguy. He was one of the world's greatest 
teachers, and has left a profound impres- 
sici upon the people of India, who worship 
him as a god. 


Juggernaut is one or the incarnations of 
Yishnu. and Is worshiped In the month of 
June. His idols are extremely ugly and of 
vast size. 
Formerly tbonsaads of pil- 
grims sacrificed their lives by thro^rlng 
themselves under -the wheiBls of his tri- 
umphant car<as it was drawn thr^gh the 


ants. Fire was worshiped as the son of 
Ormuzd. and the Parsees have been gener- 
ally called fire-worshipers. 
The system teaches that the Absolute 
Being — Zerana-Akerana — produced two 
other divine great beings: one. Ormuzd. 
who remained true tp him: and the other, 
. Ahriman. The first was the King of Light, 
the latter the King ot Darkness. The two 
became antagonists. 
Ormuzd created the 
material world. He began it by bringing 
forth the Fereuers. Which is the reason 
and basis of all existence. A spiritual and 
invisible world, therefore, preceded the 
material world, as its prototype. In the 
meantime, in the nether realm of darkness. 
Ahriman was effecting a •corresponding 
creation of darkness—making an evil to 
correspond to every good thing created by 
Ormuzd. A great war. which had been de- 
ereed by Zerana-Akerana. resqlted. and 
Ahriman was defeated and driven back to 
the lower regions. But. aeoordiiig' to the 
deore^ of the Infinite, he did not remain 
there, but escaped with his fellowers to the 
earth, where they now live, together with 
Ormuzd.

Unlike the other ancient 
religions. Buddhism has been and is ^a 
proselyting faith, in which respect it re- 
sembles Christianity. It has- now almost 
disappeared from the land of its birth, but 
is believed to number more than 300,000,900 
of followers. These are mainly in Cash- 
mere, Nepaul. Thibet, Tartary, Mongolia, 
Japan, Siam, Burmah and Ceylon. 


Buddhism is athoistical only in this: that 
it makes so much of man as to lorget God 
It does not deny God. It savs that of the ( 
world of absolute being. Nirvana, we know 
nothing. We only know the everlasting 
laws of nature, by obeying which we rise, 
and 
disobeying, falL 
The essence of 
Buddha's teaching is: to know the inflexi- 
ble laws of nature and to obey them. The 
god of Buddhism is the Buddha himself, 
the deified man. who, by entering Nirvana 
—^the world of absolute being—^has become 
an infinite being. The system proposes to 
save man. not from a future, but from a 
present hell, and to save him by teaching. 
(Siddartha was undoubtedly one of the best 
of mortals, and his faith is bound to 
endure. 
' 


Zoroaster a n d t h e Parsees. 


But two small bodies of Parsees. or fol- 
lowers of Zoroaster, remain to-day. one 
inPersia and the other in India. They are 
a moral, industrious, and generous people. 


The date of the birth of Zoroaster is un- 
known, though the best opinion io that he 
lived about 1300 B. C. The religion of 
Zoroaster, like that of Buddha, is essen- 
tially a moral religion. Each of them was 
a revolt against the pantheism of India, in 
the interest of morality, human freedom. 
S 
nd the progress of the race. Zoroaster 
ases his religion upon the eternal distinc- 
tions between right and wrong, and his 
law i^ the law of justice. He makes the 
supreme good to consist in truth, duty, 
rliiht. He teaches providence, holiness, 
creation. He makes the method of salvation 
to be an eternal battle for good against 
evil. His doctrine as to the whole duty of 
man he'stated thus: "Pure thoughts, true 
words, right actions." 


The second book of the Parsees is called 
"Zend Avesta." It is neither a theology nor 
a philosophy, but a liturgy—a collection of 
hymns, prayers, invocations, 
thanlcsgiv- 
ings. The prayers are addressed to a mul- 
titude of deities, among whom Ormuzd is 
counted supreme, and the others his serv-

We have passed by the gods of Egypt. 
Greece, and Eome, because they are as 
dead and useless now as the mighty em- 
pires where they once flourished. With) 
Judaism and Christianity all are familiar j 
but tbe iaith of Mohammed is not so well 
underajtood. 


Mohammedanism is of peculiar interest 
because, like Christianity, it originated in 
the full light of history, and has been the 
only religion that has nt all threatened the 
Christian faith. It may be interesting to 
know that the Mohammedans claim that 
many prophecies in the Jewish Bible refer 
to the comine of their prophet, and sus- 
tain the positi on Avith as striking texts as 
those which refer to the c o m i n g of Christ. 
The Arabs are, without doubt, descended 
from Abraham. Tnis is shown not only by 
their traditions but by the identity of the 
roots of the two languages and the similar 
grammatical forms. At the time of the 
coming of tho prophet the religion of the 
Arabs was a sad jumble of monotheism 
and polytheism — Judaism, Christianity, 
idolatry, and fetichism. 
Mahommed began life in a humble way. 
At 25 he married a rich widow of 40. While 
yet a young man he began to see visions 
of angels, from whom he received communi- 
cations, from which was compiled the sacred 
book of tho Koran. There can be no doubt 
of the entire sincerity of Mohammed at the 
beginning of his ministry. His first con- 
vert was his wife, and after her others of 
his family and intimate friend. The main- 
spring of his system is the unity of God. 
"There is but one God and Mohammed is 
his prophet." are words olten upon the 
lips of every one of his followers. In the 
outset he taught a kind of modified .Juda- 
ism and referred continually to the Old 
Testament and the Talmud for authority. 


Mohammed claimed that he was carried 
in a heavenly vision, first to Jerusalem, 
where he was met and welcomed by all the 
prophets of God that had ever existed, and 
then to the seventh heaven into the very 
presence of God. This and the Koran it- 
self were the only miracles he ever claimed. 


In its inception Mohammedanism w-as n 
most excellent system. It taught faith in

one Supreme Being, and submitted to his 
will. 
Prayer and alms were the only wor- 
ship which God required. Christ bade Peter 
put away the sword, and healed the wound 
he had inflicted. Mohammed changed his 
originally peaceful methods to those of war 
and-kept the sword unsheathed. 
He prom- 
ised paradise to those of the faithful who 
fell fighting for Islam, and raised a religious 
frenzy which has not yet died from the 
earth. That he was worldly in this cannot 
be doubted. 
Had he said to the temptation 
of earthly power, as Christ did. "Get thee 
behind me. Satan." the history of mankind 
since the year 622 would have been essen- 
tially dilTerent. 


The Mohammedan religion continues the 
faith of probably 200,000,000 of mankind, 
and though falling iar short of the first 
ideal of its illustrious lounder, exerts a 
powerful and salutary infiuence over its 
naturally fierce and untamable devotees. 


Five times a day the muezzin proclaims 
from the minaret the hour of prayer: 
"There is no God but God. Mohammed is 
his prophet. 
Come to prayer." He is no 
true Mussulman who does not immediate- 
ly leave his occupation and prostrate him- 
self upon the ground, no matter where he 
may happen to be.

Through the influence of the agents oi 
Northern friends the coffin was secretlji 
shipped 
on 
board a north-boanq 
steamer and in due time arrived 
New York.

John Brown's body was properlj^ 
reclothed by the undertaker and a ne^ 
casket made for it and shipped tq 
North Elba, where it was buried. 
Thé 
old coffin and the tattered clothes wert 
brought from New York and secreted 
in the cellar of Undertaker Hopper's 
rooms in Brooklyn. 
There they re-î 
mained for nearly thirty years, until,' 
in a clearing up which was institute4 
in the cellar during Mr. Hopper's ab- 
sence, the coffin was broken to piec^^ 
and carried away. 
The clothes urq 
still in the undertaker's possession. 


"I will swear to the iiart I had in the i 
disposal of John Brown's body," said 
Mr. Hopper. 
"It is a fact. His bod;j« 
was not mutilated, but his clothes wer^ 
torn as if they had been cut with bay-> 
onets."—Brooklyn Eagle.

use of quinine was discontinued. 
li 
is possible, while under its influence, 
for one to act as iriesponsibl;^ as when 
in liquor. 
That quinine affects the! 
brain Is evident from the fact that anj 
overdose will cause severe buzzing inj 
the oars and often temporary deafness.; 


Physicians cannot be too careful in 
prescribing quinine, for what is one 
man's meat is another manis poison.l 
I have known one grain to have morel 
effect on some patients than fifteen| 
grains on others. 
The same can bei 
said of morphine. 
Two grains of thie^ 
drug will cause many intense itchin " 
sensations, with parched tongue an 
throat. 
On the other hand, I hav 
known patients, even those tmused 
morphine, to take much larger dosi 
without 
showing 
any evil effects. 
There is little doubt but there ar€| 
quinine habitues as well as slaves tq 
^oral. morphine and other narooticcj

shaved 
off 
tho 
poor little fellow's! 
tender scalp. 


After that, baby has to go the barbei^ 
for his shave, just as a grown man witb 
a beard might go in this country ; buij 
he never seems to enjoy it, and crie^ 
pitifully every time the sharp razorl 
mows down the hair. 
After a while,' 
when the hair begins to grow thicker," 
the head is not shaved all over, but isl 
left untouched in spots, just as thei 
parents think will look' pretty. 


Sometimes there will be three tufts; 
each as ,big rotmd as a silver dollar,j 
one just over the middle of the fore^! 
head, and one over each ear. 
When 
the hair grows long enough in these 
tufts, it is braided and tied with a bright 
cord, and then the baby looks funnyx 
enough to a foreigner, for each little' 
braid stands stiffly up for about two! 
inches, and then 
lops over. 
Thq 
braids look like horns on his head, and 
holes are cut in his green and red cap 
to lét the horns come through. 
When 
he grows older, he is allowed to wear a 
queue like the men. 


When baby is about a month old he 
is given his first name, or milk name,", 
as the Chinese call it. 
A feast is pre-; 
pared, the friends are called in, and 
papa gives baby his name. 
This name 
is used only until he is ready to go-to; 
school, when a new name is given him 
and another feast is offered to hia 
friends. 


The names given to the boys are odd 
to us, but they seem all right to them.. 
Think of being called Ink-grinder, or. 
Promising-study ! But even this name 
is not kept, for when the boy grows up 
and is married he takes a new name, 
which he keeps for the rest of his life.' 


If baby's papa is rich, baby is well 
taken care or, carried about tenderly! 
and amused to his heart's content; but- 
if papa be poor, then the boy, very' 
likely, will be tied to an older sister's; 
back with a broad piece of cloth, so that; 
his legs dangle down by her sides and- 
his poor little head wobbles about over' 
the top of the cloth as if his neck were; 
made of India rubber. 


The little ntirse goes about her work 
or runs at her play and never sceras to_. 
give a thought to her little brother"and' 
his bobbing head; and he does not; 
seem to mind it, for, when it looks as: 
if his head must be almost shaken off,^ 
he. very likely, is fast asleep. 


If baby happens to live on a boat,. 
as a great many hundred thousand 
persons in China do, his mamma ties a 
big gourd on his back, so that he can-, 
not drown if he falls overboard, or he 
is tied by a rope to some part of the 
boat. 


In summer baby wears as little 
clothing as possible ; but in winter it' 
is just the other way ; he wears all the 
clothing that can be put upon him. 
Except in the northern part of China, 
near Pekin, where it is bitterly cold in, 
winter, the Chinese people do not have, 
fires in their houses even when it is, 
cold enough to freeze the water into ice. 


Pair after pair of trousers is put on; 
baby's legs, and jacket after jacket on: 
his body, until by the time he is clad 
warmly enough he is quite as broad as ! 
he is long, and his little arms stick 
straight out from his sides, so that he 
waddles about, provided he can move 
at all, looking like a red and green, 
pillow with a ball on top, and with 
smaller pillows on each side where thej 
arms are. 
It makes no difference to! 
him, then, how cold it is, and he sitsi 
in the open air on his little bambooj 
stool, with nose and cheeks very red, 
and ids body as warm as toast. 


All this has been about boy babies, 
because in China girl babies are not 
thought much of, and, consequently, 
all the good times come to the boys.— 
Chicago Ledger.

It is useless, however, to 
argue a matter that was incontroverti- 
ble countless generations ago, that, 
while the general depravity of inani- 
Jmate things remains, and misplaced 
¡matter continues to be dirt, house- 
cleaning is one of the inevitables of 
life—a necessary evil, and a sore one 
while it lasts. Accepting, then, this 
¡•affliction, which is by no means a means 
,of grace, as inevitable, it only remains 
to devise some means of mitigating it, 
to discover how house-cleaning may be 
accomplished with the least possible 
mental, moral, and physical friction.

Fred Dnnlap was the first base-ball 
player to be styled "King of the Dia- 
mond." Bunlap, while spending 
the 
winter of 1885 in Paris, received a fabu- 
lous offer from Henry Lucas, the Napol- 
eon of base-ball in St. Lonis, who squan- 
dered his inheritance in the business and 
queered the famous Maroons in the bar- 
gain. 


The "king" accepted the offer and re- 
turned to captain the team that held as 
many stars as iipalding ever had together 
at any one time. 
Dunlup's name was on 
every crank's lips and the enthusiasts 
gazed on his second-base play as if he 
had been one of the gods come down to 
play before their astonished faces. 
He 
could do as much with one hand as most 
second basemen could with two. 


About that time F. K. Stearns of De- 
troit, purchased the "king" from Lucas, 
paying $4,000 merely for his release. 
This sale created a sensation in base- 
balldom, and the ''king" became /greater 
than ever. 
From Detroit he was sold to 
Pittsburg for §5,QUO, himself receiving 
half the purchase money and a salary of 
$5,000. 


For two years thereafter Dunlap re- 
ceived much the highest salary paid any 
ball-player. 
The Boston purchase of 
"Mike" Kelly for $10,U00, however, trána- 
ferred the title of "king" to. the "only 
Kel," and Dunlap's star began to wane. 
At the opening of the present season he 
w a s l e f t out in t h e cold by t h e 
B r o t h e r - 
h o o d and narrowly escaped n o t being e n - 
g a g e d 
b y a n y cliib. 
F i n a l l y 
P i t t s b a r g 
decided to e m p l o y 
h i m , and h e went t o 
w o r k at a salary at least $5,000 l e s s t h a n 
h e h a d received, for m a n y years, with t h e 
p o s s i b l e exception of 1S«9. N o w it i s a n - 
n o u n c e d that D u n l a p h a s b e e n g i v e n 
h i s 
r e l e a s e 
and f r o m a t e a m t h a t is p e r h a p s 
a 
little 
bit 
t h e -worst 
of

President Sp jlding Disappointed. 


"It took us seven years to gain the con- 
fidence 
of the public," said President 
Spalding during a recent Interview, "and 
*hen we at last gained it then our club 
began to make money for us. 
It was the 
intention of the National League Club in 
this city to make the game of base-ball a 
reputable entertainment, to elevate it in 
every manner possible, and to do this we 
were compelled at different times to let 
certain well-known players go. Our rules 
were necessarily 
stringent, 
because I 
have found that the general tendency of 
all sporting business is toward the im- 
moral, and to overcome this decline se- 
vere discipline must be maintained. 


"It was this desire to make base-ball a 
game that the nation might be proud of 
that caused the National League to re- 
fuse to play Simday games. 
Drunkards 
and toughs were not countenanced in the 
clubs, and after these had been weeded 
out we made up our minds, here in Chi- 
cago at least, to found a gymnasium that 
would some day be to base-ball and all 
sporting events what the Auditorium is 
to art. 
For this reason a larere tract of 
land was purchased on the West Side and 
as soon as it was practicable we intended 
to erect the necessary baildings and 
amphitheaters. 


"Instead of 
absorbing all the profits 
each year, the C h i c a g o s t o c k h o l d e r s 
p u t 
the m o n e y into a s i n k i n g f u n d , and h a d 
it drawing interest and i n c r e a s i n g f o r t h e 
day w h e n we s h o u M be ready to draw it 
out and make use of it. 
You would have 
seen no such rickety board affairs as do 
for grand stands on most base-ball parks, 
but an exalted, beautiful structure, fitted 
with easy chairs, carpeted boxes, orna- 
mented and furnished with curtains and 
appropriate furniture. 
The field would 
have been an arena far surpassing in 
beauty and adaptation anything yet pre- 
pared or imagined by the ultra fas- 
tidious. 


"Although base-ball has been but a 
side issue to my business, it has long 
been my desire to see just such a triumph 
as I have referred to. 
I wanted Chicago 
to be the first to prepare a coliseum for 
sports. 
The pro^iress which the national 
game had been making during the last 
half-dozen years would have justified 
such an enterprise; but now, when we 
were within a year of launching our proj- 
ect. 
our pla>ers, the men whom we 
brought out, leave us and start an opposi- 
tion league. The public loses its interest 
in the grime, refuses to turn out, nnd the 
money that was saved to ennoble the 
game is to be devoted to maintaining a 
losing aggregation. 


."You ask what will be the end? 
That 
I can't foresee, except that I believe t h e 
L e a g u e w i l l w i n the 
fight. 
If 
it doesn't 
w e will throw u p our h a n d s 
and let 
t h e 
o t h e r f e l l o w s g o for the spoils. 
Chicago 
can't support t w o d a b s . 
I n 
a g a m e of 
s u c h national 
interest there 
should 
be 
but one club to a town, and then nil the 
patriotism would be centered on the work 
of that team. 
If the people decide that 
they want the Brotherhood to represent 
them, then it shall be in order for us to 
step down and out. If, on the other hand. 
Captain Anson shall win the support of 
the public the Brotherhood wül have to 
quit." 


"Will you take any of the old players 
back if you win?" 


"Ah, the work of reconstruction is not 
before us until the war is over. We'll sea 
to that then."

This 
law dissolved the corporation of the 
Mormon church, amended its chartei-,

not used 
for 
purposes of worship or burial.

the provisions of this law was attempted 
to be enforced the Mormons brought 
suit against the Uaited States for the 
purpose of declaring the law unconsti- 
tutional. 
The decision of the supreme 
court affirms that of the lower court and 
almost a million dollars worth of prop- 
erty will pass into the hands of the gov- 
ernment. 


THE 
sixth 
international 
Sunday 
school convention of the Uni.ted States 
and British North American provinces 
will be held in Pittsburg, 
beginning 
June 24, and lasting four days. 
Seven- 
teen hundred delegates are expected, 
Indiana being entitled to sixty. 
It is 
also thought that a large number of 
unofficial visitors interested in Sunday 
school work will be present from all 
parts of the country. 
Among the topics 
to come up for discussion will be the im- 
provement of the work done under the 
direction of the international executive 
committee, and the question of a uni- 
form course of normal lessons. 
A new 
lesson committee will be chosen and 
plans adopted for the world's Sunday 
school convention to be held in this 
country in 1892 or 1893.

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In the Brooklyn Academy of Music, on 
Sunday morning. May 18, Dr. Talmage 
preached on "The Old Fight to Be Settled," 
from the text: 
"Whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so to 
them."—Matt, vii, 12. 
Following is the ser- 
mon in full. 


Two hundred thousand laborers in Hyde 
Park, London, and the streets of American 
and European cities filled with processions 
of workmen carrying banners, brings the 
subject of Labor and Capital to the front. 
¡That all this was done in peace, and that as 
a result, in many places, arbitration has 
taken place, is a hopeful sign. 


The greatest war the world has ever seen 
Is between capital and labor. The strife is 
not like that which in history is called the 
Thirty Years'War. for it is a war of cen- 
turies, it is a war of the five continents, it is 
a war hemispheric. 
The middle classes in 
this country, upon whom the nation has de- 
pended for holding the balance of power 
and for acting as mediators between the 
two extremes, are diminishing; and if 
things go on at the same ratio as they have 
tor the last twenty years been going on, it 
Will not be very long before there wiU be no 
middle class in this countpr, but all will be 
very rich or very poor, princes or paupers, 
and the 'coxintry will be given up to palaces 
and hovels. 


The antagonistic forces have again and 
again closed in upon each other. 
You may 
pooh pooh it; you may say that this trouble, 
fike an angry child, will cry itself to sleep; 
you may belittle it by calling it Fourierism, 
or Socialism, or St. Simonism, or Nihilism, 
or Commiinism, but that will not hinder the 
Fact that it is the mightiest, the darkest, the 
most terrific threat of this century. 
Most 
of the attempts at pacification have been 
dead failures, and monopoly is more arro- 
gant and the trades unions more bitter. 
"Give us more wages," cry the employes. 
"You shall have less," say the capitalists. 
"Compel us to do fewer hours of toil in a 
day." "You shall toil more hours," say the 
others. 
"Then, under certain conditions, 
we will not work at aU," say these. 
"Then, 
you shall starve," say those, and the work- 
men gradually using up that which they 
accumulated in better times, unless there 
be some radical change, we shall have soon 
in this country three million hungry men 
and women. Now, three million hungry 
people cannot be kept quiet. All the enact- 
ments of legislatures and all the constabu- 
laries of the cities, and all the army and 
navy of the United States cannot keep three 
million hungry people quiet. What then? 
Will this war between capital and labor be 
settled by human wisdom? Never. The 
brow of one becomes more rigid, the fist of 
the other more clinched. 


But that which human wisdom cannot 
achieve will be accomplished by Christian- 
ity if it be given full sway. 
You have heard 
of medicines so powerful that one drop 
would slop a disease and restore a patient, 
and I have to tell you that one drop of my 
text properly administered will stop all 
these woes of society and give convales- 
cence and complete health to all classes. 
"Whatsoever ye would that man should do 
to you. do ye even so to thom." I shall llrsfc 
show you this morning how this contro- 
versy between monopoly and hard work 
cannot be stopped, and then I will show 
you how this controversy will be settled. 


Futile remedies. In the first place there 
will come no pacification to this trouble 
through an outcry against rich men merely 
because they'are rich. There is no labor- 
ing man on earth that would liot be ricii if 
he could be. 
Sometimes through a fortun- 
ate invention, or tlirough some accident 
of prosperity, aman who had nothing comes 
to large estate, and we see him arrogant 
and supercilious, and taking people by the 
throat, just as other people took him by the 
throat. 


There is something very mean 
about 
human nature when it comes to the top. 
But it is no more a sin to be rich than it is 
a sin to be poor. 
There are these who 
have gathered a large estate through fraud, 
and then there are millionaires who have 
gathered their fortune 
through foresight 
in regard to changes in the markets, and 
through 
brilliant 
business faculty, and 
every dollar of their estate is as honest as 
the dollar which the plumber gets for mend- 
ing a pipe, or the mason gets for building a 
wall- There are those who keep in poverty 
because of their own fault. They might 
have been well off, but they smoked or 
chewed up ail their earnings, ;or they lived 
beyond their means, while others on the 
same wages and on the same salaries went 
on to competency. I know a man who is 
all the time complaining of his poverty,, and 
crying out against rich men, while he him- 
self keeps 
two dogs, and chews and 
smokes, and is filled to the chin with 
whisky and beer ! 


Micawber said to David 
Copperfleld: 
"Copperfield, my boy, one pound income, 
twenty shillings and sixpence 
expenses; 
result, misery. But Copperfleld, my boy, 
one 
pound 
income, expenses nineteen 
shillings and sixpence ; result, happiness." 
And there are vast multitudes of people 
who are kept poor because they are the vic- 
tims of their own improvidence. It is no 
sin to be rich, and it is no sin to be poor. I 
protest against this outcry which I hear 
against those who. through economy and 
self denial and assiduity, have come to 
large fortune. The bombardment of com- 
mercial success will never stop this contro- 
versy between capital and labor. 


Neither will the contest be settled by 
cynical and unsympathetic treatment of the 
laboring classes. 
There are those who 
speak of them as though they were only 
cattle or draught horses. 
There nerves are 
nothing, their domestic comfort is nothing. 
They have no more sympathy for them than 
a hound has for a hare, or a hawk for a hen, 
or a tiger for a calf. When Jean Valjean, 
the greatest hero of Victor Hugo's writings, 
after a life of suffering and brave endur- 
ance, goes into incarceration and death, 
they clap the book shut and say, "Good for 
him!" They stamp their feet with indigna- 
tion and say just the opposite of "Save the 
working classes." They have all their sym- 
pathies with Shylock, and not with Antonio 
and Portia. 
They are plutocrats, and their 
feelings are infernal. They are filled with 
irritation and irascibility on this subject. 
To stop this awful imbroglio between capi- 
tal and labor they will, lift not so much as 
the tip end of the little finger. 


Neither wiU there be any pacification of 
this angry controversy tlirough violence. 
God never blessed murder. Blow up to- 
morrow the country seats on the banks of 
the Hudson, and all the fine houses on the 
Madison Square and Brooklyn Heights and 
Brookly Hill and Rittenhouse Square and 
Beacon Street, and all the bricks and timber 
and stone will just fall back on the bare 
head of American labor. The worst ene- 
mies of the working classes in the United 
States and Ireland are their 
demented 
coadjutors. A few years ago assassination 
^the 
assassination • of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Mr. Burke in Phoenix Park, 
Dublin. Ireland, in the attempt to avenge 
tìie wrongs of Ireland—only turned away 
from that afflicted people millions of sympa- 
thizers. 
The attempt to blow up the House 
oí Commons, in London, had only this ef- 
fect to throw out of employment tens of 
thousands of innocent Irish people in En- 
gland. 


; In this country the torch put to the fac- 
tpriea that have discharged hands for good 
or bad reason; obstructions on the rail 
track in front of midnight express trains 
because the offenders do not like the presi- 
dent of the company; strikes on shipboard 
the hour they were going to sail, or in print- 


to go to 
" was to 
scaffoldings so 
the builder fails in keeping his contract— 
all these are only a hard blow on the head 
of American labor, and cripple its arms, 
and lame its feet, and pierce its heart. As 
a result of. one of our great American 
Strikes yoxi find that the operatives lost four 
hundred thousand dollars' worth of wages, 
ever since. Traps sprung suddenly upon 
employers, and violence, never took one 
knot out of the knuckle oí toil, or p?it one 
farthing of wages into a callous palm. Bar- 
barism will never cure the wrongs of civil- 
ization. Mark that! 


Frederick the Great admired some land 
near his palace at Potsdam and he resolved 
to get it. 
It was owned by a miller. , He 
offered the miUer three times the valué of 
the(pioperty. '¿.The miller would not takp it, 
because it was the old homestead, and he 
fell^ahont it as Naboth felt about his vine- 
yard "when Ahab wanted it. 
Frederick the 
Great was a rougb and terrible man. and he 
ordered the miller into his presence ; and 
the king, with a stick in his hand—a stick 
with which hé soraetlmes struck hi» officers 
of »tfl^—said^to this miller: 
"Now. I have 
offéred you three time the value of that 
. and if yon won't. seU it I'll tàk6 It 
lOW.' Tha miUer said: "Tour m ^ j « ^ 


|ryou woii't." 
"Tes.r said tbe king. "I will 
take it." "Then." said ,tbe miUer. "If your 
majesty does take it I will sué you in.itlio 
chancery court." At that threat Frederick 
the Great yielded his infamous demand. 
And the most imperious outrage against the 
working classes will yet cower before the 
law. Violence and contrary to the law will 
never accomplish anything, but 
righteous- 
ness and according to law will accomplish 


The owner of an iron mill, having taken a 
dose of my text before leaving home in the 
morning, will go into his foundry, and, 
passing into what is called the puddling 
room, he will see a man there stripped to 
the waist, and besweated and exhausted 
with the labor and the toil, and he will say 
to him: "Why, it seems to be very hot in 
here. You look very much exhausted. I 
hear your child is sick with scarlet fever. 
If want your wages a little earlier this 
week, so as to pay the nurse and get the 
medicines, just come into my office any 
time." 


After awhile, crash 
goes the money 
market, and there is no more demand for 
the articles manufactured in that iron mill, 
and the owner does not know what to do. 
He says, "Shall I stop the mill, or shall I 
run it on half time, or shall I cut down the 
men's wages?" 
He walks the floor of his 
counting room all day, hardly knowing what 
to do. 
Toward enening he calls all the 
laborers together. They stand all around, 
some with arms akimbo,' some folded arms, 
wondering what the boss is going to do 
now. The manufacturer says : "Men, busi- 
ness is bad; I don't make twenty dollars 
where I used to make one hundred. 
Some- 
how, there is^no demand now for what we 
manufacture, or but very little demand.- 
You see, I am at vast expense, and I have 
called you together this afternoon to see 
what you would advise. I don't want to shut 
up the mill, because that would force you 
out of work, and you have always been very 
faithful, and I like you, and you seem to 
like me, and the bairns must be looked 
after, and your wife will after awhile want a 
new dress. I don't know what to do." 


There is a dead halt for a minute or two. 
and then one of the workmen steps out from 
the ranks of his fellows and says: 
"Boss, 
you have been very good to us, and when 
you prospered we prospered, and now you 
are in a-tight place, and I am sorry, and we 
have got to sympathize with you. I don't 
know how the others feel, but I propose that 
we take off twenty per cent, from our wages, 
and that when the times get good you will 
remember us and raise them again." The 
workman looks aroimd to his comrades, 
and says': "Boys, what do you say to this? 
All in favor of my proposition will say ay." 
"Ay! ay! ay!" shouts two hundred voices. 


But the mill owner, getting in some new- 
machinery, exposes himself very much, and 
takes cold and it settles into pneumonia and 
he dies. 'In the procession to the tomb are 
all the workman, tears rolling down their 
cheeks and off upon the ground; but an hour 
before the procession gets to the cemetery 
the wives and the children of those work- 
men are at the grave waiting for the arrival 
of the funeral pageant. 
The minister of re- 
ligion may have delivered an eloquent 
eulogium before they started 
from the 
house, but the most impressive things are 
said that day by the working classes stand- 
ing around the tomb. 


That night in all the cabins of the working 
people where they have family prayers, the 
widowhood and orphanage in the mansion 
are remembered. No glaring populations 
look over the iron fence of the cemetery; 
but, hovering over the scene, the benedic- 
tion of God and man is coming for the ful- 
fillment of the Christlike injunction, "What- 
soever ye would that men should do to you, 
de yo even so to them," 


But you go witli me and I will show you— 
not so far ofl; as ShefQeld. England—fac- 
tories, banking houses, store houses, and 
costly enterprises where the Christlike 
injunction of my text is fully kept, and you 
could no more get the employer to practice 
an injustice Upon his men, or the men to 
conspire against the employer, than you 
could get your right hand and your left 
hand, your right eye and your left eye your 
righi ear and your left ear. into physiologi- 
cal antagonism. 
Now, where is this to be- 
gin? In our homes, in our stores, on our 
farms—not waiting for other people to do 
their duty. 
Is there a divergence now be- 
tween the parlor and the kitchen? 
Then 
there is something wrong, either in the 
parlor or the kitchen, perhaps in both. Are 
the clerks in your store irate against the 
firm? 
Then there is something wrong, 
either behind the counter, or in private 
ofllce, or perhaps in both. 


The great want of the world to-day is the 
fulfillment of this Christlike injunction, that 
which he promulgated in his sermon Oli- 
vetic. 
All the political economists under 
the archivolt of the heavens in convention 
for a thousand years cannot settle this con- 
troversy between monopoly and hard work, 
between capital and labor. 
During the 
Revolutionary war there was a heavy piece 
of timber to be lifted, perhaps for some 
fortress, and a corporal was overseeing the 
work, and he was giving commands to some 
soldiers as they lifted: "Heave away, there! 
yo heave !" Well, the timber was too heavy; 
they could not get it up. 
There was a 
gentleman riding by on a horse, and he 
stopped and said to* this corporal. "Why 
don't you lielp them lift? 
That timber is. 
too heavy for them to lift"" 
"No," he said. 
"I won't; I am a corporal." The gentleman 
got off his horse and came up to the place. 
"Now." he said to the soldiers, "aU together 
—^yo heave!" and the timber went 
t o i t s 
place. 
"Now.," said the gentleman to the 
corporal, "when you have a piece of timber 
too heavy for the men to lift, and you want 
help, you send to your 
cominander-in- 
chief." It was Washington! 
ifow, that is 
about all the gospel I know—the gospel of 
giving somebody a lift, a lift out of dark- 
ness, a lift out of earth into heaven. 
That 
is the gospel of helping somebody else to 
lift. 


"Oh," says some wiseacre, "talk as you 
will, the law of demand and supply will 
regulate these things until the end of time." 
No, it will not, unless God dies and the bat- 
teries of the judgment day are spiked, and 
Pluto and Proserpine, king and queen of 
the infernal, regions, take full possession of 
this world. Do you know who Supply and 
Demand are? 
They have gone into part- 
nership, and they propose to swindle the 
earth and are swindling it. You are drown- 
ing.. 
Supply and Demand stand on the 
shore—one on one side, the other on the 
other side of the life boat, and they cry out 
to you : "Now. you pay us what we ask you 
for getting you to shore, or go to the bot- 
tom !" If you can borrow ¿5,000 you can 
keep from failing in business. Supply and 
demand says ; "Now, you pay us exorbi- 
tant usury or you go into bankruptcy!" 
This robber firni of Supply and Demand say 
to you: "The crops are;short. We bought 
up all the wheat and it is in our bin. Now, 
you pay our price or starve!" This is your 
magnificent law of supply and demand. 


Supply and demand own the largest mill 
on earth, and all the rivers roll over their 
well, and into their hopper they put aU 
the men, women and children they can 
shovel out of the centuries and the blood 
and the bones redden the valley while the 
mill grinds. That diabolic law of supply 
and demand will yet have to stand aside, 
and instead thereof will come the law of 
love, the law of co-operation, the law of 
kindness, the law of sympathy, the law of 
Christ. 


Have you no idea of the coming of such a 
time ? Then you do not believe the Bible. 
All the Bible is full of promises on this sub- 
ject, and as the ages roll on the time will 
come when men of fortune will be giving 
larger sums to humanitarian and evange- 
listic purposes,, and there will be more 
James Lenoxes and Peter 
Coopers and 
William E. Dodges and George Peabodys. 
As that time cOmes there will be more 
parks, more picture galleries, more gardens 
thrown open for the holiday people and the 
working classes. 


And now I have two words, one "to capi- 
talists and the other to laboring men. 


To the c''apitalists: Be your own execu- 
tors. 
Make investments for eternity. D o 
not be like some capitalists I know who 
walk around among their employes with a 
supercilious airv or drive up to the factory 
in a manner which seems to indicate they 
are the autocrats of the universe with the 
sun and moon in their vest pockets, chiefly 
anxious when they go among laboring men 
not to be touched by the greasy or smirched 
hand and have their broadcloth injured. Be 
a Christian employer. 
Bemember those 
who are under your charge are bone of your 
bone and flesh of your flesh, that Jesus 
Christ died for them and that they are im- 
mortal. Divide up your estates, or portions 
of them, for the relief of the world before 
you leave it. Do not jgo out of the world 
like that man who dlejdr eight or ten years 
ago, leaving in his will twenty million dol-. 
Itu-s, yafc giving how much for the church of 
God? How much for the alleviation of 
human, suffering? He gave some money a 
little while before he died. That was well; 
butin this will-of twenty million dollars, 
how much? 
One million? 
No. Five 
btmdred thousand? 
No. One hundred 
dollars? No. Two cents? No. One cent? 
No. These fipreat cities groanlne in anguish, 
nations Cryihg out for the bread of everlast- 
ing life. A man ii^ a will giying t w e n ^ 
muttons of d(^llara and iipt one cent to Goal 
U iB a disgrace to our oiTillcation.

I congratulate you on. the. 


act that you are gettine your representa- 
tives at Albanyt at aarrisbnrgr. and 'at 
Washington. This wiU go on until you will 
have representatives at all the headquar- 
ters. and you will have full justice. 
Mark 
that. I congratulate you also on the oppor- 
tunities for your children. Tour children 
are going to have vast oppori;iinities. I 
congratulate you thàt you have to work and 
that when you are dead your children will 
have to work. 1 congratulate you also on 
your opportunities of information. 
Plato 
1 paid one thousand three hundred dollars 
for two books. 
Jerome ruined himself, 
financially, by buying one volume of Origen. 
What vàst opportunities for intelligence for 
you and your children! A workingman 
goes along by the show window of sòme 
great publishing house and be sees a book 
that costs five dollars. He says, "I wish I 
could have that information; I wish I could 
raise five dollars for that costly and beautiful 
book." A few months pass on and he gets 
the value of that book for fifty cents in a 
pamphlet. 
There never was such a day for 
the workingmen of America as the day that 
is coming. 


But the greatest friend of capitalist and 
toiler, and the one who will yet bring them 
together in complete accord, was born one 
Christmas night while the curtins of heaven 
swung, stirred by the wings angelic. Owner 
of all things—all the continents, all worlds, 
and all the islands of light. 
Capitalist of 
immensity, crossing over to our condition. 
Coming into our world, not by gate of 
palace, but by door of barn. 
Spending his 
first night amid the shepherds. 
Gathering 
afterward around him the fishermen to be 
his chief attendants. 
With adze, and saw, 
and chisel, and ax, and in a carpenter shop 
showing himself brother with the trades- 
men. 
Owner of all things, and yet on a 
hillock 
back of Jerusalem one day 
resigning everything for others, 
keep- 
ing 
not so 
much 
as a 
shekel 
to pay for his obsequies. 
By charity buried 
in the suburbs of a city that had cast him 
out. Before the cross of such a capitalist, 
and such a carpenter, all men can afford to 
shake hands and worship. He is the every 
man's Christ. None so high but he was 
higher. None so poor but he was poorer. 
At his feet the hostile extremes will yet re-

with the smile of heaven as he commands: 
"Whatsoever ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them."

Can Kow B e Divided. 


The Constitution provided that when 
thé United States Senators met for the 
first time in 1789, they 
should b e di- 
vided "as equally as may be" into three 
classes, the terms of which 
should ex- 
pire in two, four and six years, respect- 
ively. 
In order to have an exact divi- 
sion the number of Senators had to be 
divided by three. 
This was not the 
case at the first session and has 
rarely 
happened since. 
In 1859, upon the ad- 
mission of Oregon, there were 66 Sena- 
tors, but the Southern members I^ft at 
the beginning of the war 
and broke u p 
the combination. 
Had they 
remained 
in, there could have been an exact di- 
vision upon the admission of Nevada, as 
the 
thirty-sixth 
State, in 1864. T h e 
Southern States again had a represen- 
tion after the war, but Nebraska came 
in as the thirty-seventh 
State, in 1867, 
and Colorado as t h e thirty-eighth, in 
1876, .still making an ^ u a l division im- 
possible. 


Such a division can be made now for 
the iirst time in 31 years. 
T h e admis- 
sion of Montana made the number of 
States 42 and the number of 
Senators 
84. A division can 
therefore b e made 
into three classes of 28 Senators 
each, 
whose terms expire in 1891/1893 and 
1895.

composite sort of garment, half jacket, 
half dress, with some sacking material 
tied round the waist as an apron. 
A 
limp bonnet, tied under the chin, or a 
sort of turban, so arranged as just to 
show the neatly plaited hair and the 
bright ear-rings, completed the costume, 
and very odd it looked, especially at a 
distance; which in tiiis case did not 
lend enchantment to the view. 
Now, 
out of deference to the feelings of certain 
peculiarly sensitive people the tunic is 
worn a little longer, so as nearly to hide 
the masculine garment, the head dress 
is a little neater, and, in addition a short 
jacket is worn. 
This dress is certainly 
not picturesque, but as a means to an 
end, as allowing the utmost freedom of 
motion and obviating accidents, it is be- 
yond all 
praise.

ïjhokespeare (?). 


How do you spell the name of the 
renowned 
author 
of 
"Hamlet?" 
Shakespeare and Shakespere are two 
of the most common ways of spell- 
ing the name, but that these are per- 
haps wrongly spelled I will attempt to 
show. 
The old J records give us bu-t 
little light on the. subject, the authors 
of 150 or 200 years ago variously ren- 
dered it as Chakper, Shaxpur, Shaxper, 
Shaksper, 
Schakesper, 
Schakesper, 
Shagpere, 
Shaxspere, 
Shaxespere, 
Shakspere, 
Shakspear, 
Shakespeere, 
Shackspeare, 
Shackeapeare, Shackes- 
pere, Shakpyer, Shaksper, Shakespere, 
Shakyspere, 
Shakespire, 
Shakespear, 
Shakespeare, 
and after many 
other 
forms too numerous to mention. 


It seems from the older records that 
the name was pronounced Shak-sper, 
or Shax-pur. 
In four of the six gen- 
uine signatures of Shakespeare pre- 
served, the name is spelled 
"Shake- 
spere." 
The remaining two are illeg- 
ibly 
written, 
but evidently 
contain 
eleven or twelve letters. 
Nearly every 
edition of the works printed before /the 
death of the author had the name on 
the tittle page spelled 
as 
"Shake- 
spere." 
This is also Ben Johnson's 
spelling in 1616, in one instance it be- 
ing put in form of "Shakespeare." 
It 
is believed to have been the change in 
pronunciation of the name that led to 
the change in spelling it, rendering it 
either as Shakespeare or Shakspeare, 
instead of Shaxpur.

The lesson for Sunday, May 25, may be 
found in Luke 10: 1-16. 


IiESSON PABAGBAPHS. 


The account of the seventy is given by 
Lnke alooe, Matthew, Mark and Luke 
writing in the narrative of the sending 
forth of the twelve. (Matt. 10: 1-42.) 


The Savior was now on his way south- 
ward toward Jerusalem. 
Somewhere in 
that journey he selected from among his 
disciples as many as seventy, who should 
go before him and announce his coming 
in f the cities through which he was to 
pass. 


The mission of the seventy was more 
specific than that of the twelne. It was 
to prepare for the coming of the Messiah. 
As such it was but temporary. 
The 
twelve were given permanent authortty 
and power. 
Theirs was an enduring com- 
mission. 


The whole lanf^nage indicates rapidity 
of movement. The first word of Christ, 
swift and sharp, "Go." (One word in the 
Greek.) "Behold, I send you," might be 
translated, Lo I dispatch you. 
They 
were to carry neither purse nor shoes. 
They were to stay not for the courtesy of 
salutation, slow and long drawn out; 
neither were they to go about fulfilling 
visitation favors. "One thing I do" their 
motto. 


Two by two. There is grace in it. 
Have you made trial of the plan? 
There 
was a religions call to be made, one of a 
serious and indeed critical sort. 
On the 
way we stopped in and took with us a 
Christian yokefellow, a brother full of 
the spirit'of his Master. 
The power of 
that visit was not multiplied by two, but 
more nearly by ten. And we have almost 
invariably found it so. Try it and see. 
Take a helper with yOu; but be sure, as 
you go, it be ever "before his face." 


But the laborers are few. 
Harvest 
great, laborers few. That is our "labor 
question." Not how shall we get work 
for all? But how shall we secure men to 
take care of the work already upon us? 
It is laborers we need, laborers. 
One 
might care little how they come, whether 
it be up the long road from the factory, 
where scythes are thoroughly shaped and 
ground, or whether they take the "short 
cut" and come "across lots," seizing up 
and whetting as they run, such imple- 
ments of husbandry as they find nearest 
at hand. 
The harvest is full, dead ripe; 
and if workmen do not spring at once to 
the fields there will bo much grain wasted. 
Work for all, the good, the better and the 
best. 
This only is necessary, that every 
hand hold a blade and know how to wield 
it. 
O, to see it once so, the force of 
laborers as "great" as the harvest! 


"Peace be unto this house" was to be 
their salutation. 
It was tentative, test- 
'ing. If a son of peace w«s there ("the" 
is misleading). 
The peace they spoke 
was to find lodgment. If not, it was to 
return to themselves. 
It was as if they 
said, "Peace for yon, if you will take it." 
So goes the messenger to-day, say in?, 
"Christ for you, for you. 
Who will take 
Christ?" Those who have the responsive 
spirit within will receive him; those who 
have not will miss the blessing. 


Even the very dust of your city which 
cleaveth unto us we do wipe off against 
you. 
For you, is the more accurate ren- 
dering. 
It was according to men's will 
and wish. 
There was to be no pressure. 
Simply a proclamation of grace at hand. 
If men declined the proffer the disciple 
was to accept the decision and wipe oi£ 
for them, as being their deliberate choice 
in the matter, the very dust of their city. 
A fearful responsibility is ours. 
We can 
effectually dismiss God's antels from our 
thresholds. 
If we so elect God's over- 
tures of grace will be suspended for us. 


And yet how near the kindgom! 
"Not- 
withstanding be ye sure of this, that the 
kingdom of God is come nigh unto you." 
Sterner, sadder words were never spoken. 
To those who accept and those who re- 
fuse, the 
grace 
of 
God is offered. 
Whether they take it joyfully, glance at 
it indifferently, or reject it scornfully, 
nevertheless let it be remembered that 
the kingdom of God has been right at the 
heart's door. 
If it goes from them they 
are to know that they themselves have 
sent it away. 
" I would—but ye would 
not." 


More tolerable in that day for Sodom. 
Then there is a future for Sodom. There 
are those that tell us that Sodom has had 
its day; its judgment is past. 
But here 
we are plainly told that there is another 
day of judgment in the far distant future, 
a day when men shall be judged more 
fully and righteously than here, accord- 
ing to the deeds done in the flesh, "Are 
yon ready for that day to come?" 


Woe unto thee, Chorazin, Chorazin? 
We had not heard of such a place before. 
We did not know that Christ had been 
there. But here it is with a woe pro- 
nounced against it, because of Christ 
made manifest and Christ deliberately 
rejected. 
Ah, Christ visited many towns 
and hamlets of which we know little; but 
we shall hear of them at the judgment. 
And around about us to-day there are 
many hearts to whom God has spoken, 
albeit a careless face is borne. 
However 
indifferent they may seem, God is surely 
dealing with them on close terms, and 
some time this hidden controversy shall 
be made startlingiy manifest. 
Shall it be 
a "woe," or shall it be a "blessed?" It is 
for these to say. 


He that heaveth you heareth me. 
This 
our comfort as we go before his face. 
Christ identifies himself with his ser- 
vants. 
He that despiseth (rejecteth) you 
despiseth me—tuis our source of trem- 
blin&r. We bring to men the opportunity, 
under God, for decision unto everlasting 
life. 
Pastors, Sunday-school teachers. 
Christian workers, let us go forward rev- 
erently, prayerfully. Think of it, as this 
word is spoken to-day, however weakly, 
the kingdom of God is, through the Holy 
Spirit, brought nigh to men. This com- 
munity, this church, this Sunday school, 
this class, this individual, can to-day 
take or refuse, as he will, the answer to 
the oft-breathed prayer, " Thy kingdom 
come." Why not open the heart right 
now and receive it?

erable Dr. James McCosb, ox-president 
of Princeton college, was introduced 
and addressed the Presbyterian assem- 
bly this morning.

posed of one -member of the assembly 
from each synod, to-wit: 
Nineteen 


ministers and ten elders, be appointed

promptly report at the meeting of the 
general assembly of 1891; and, whereas, 
sixty-eight presbyteries have answered 
"no" to the first of the abo\e questions, 
and skty-niue presbyteries of those 
answering "yes" have expressly said 
that they desire no change in the con- 
fession of faith to be made; that impairs 
the integrity of the system of doctrine 
taught therein} therefore 


Et.y>hcd, 'That this committee on le 


vision be and hereby aio instructed that 
they shall not propose any alterations 
or amendments that will in any way im- 
pair the integrity of the reformed or 
Calvinistic system of doctrine taught in 
the confession of faith. 


Great applause followed the reading 


of the report. Dr. HoCracken heartily 
seconded the paper, and Dr. Erskino 
proceeded to address the assembly in its 
support. He was interrupted by cries 
of "question," and soon yielded to the 
a&sembly's impatience to get a vote. 


The report was unanimously adopted 


and the assembly sang, "Praise Go.l 
From Whom all Blessings Flow."

When asked to compress in ono sentence 


the whole duty of man. ho replied- "Do not 
toothers what you would not ha\e them 
dotojou." Here, in a negative form, we 
have the Golden Rule enunciated by Christ 
five centuries later. 


The mainspring of the system of Confucius 


is reverence. He did not announce bis belief 
iu a personal God, and his worship was di- 
rected to antiquity, to ancestors, to propri- 
ety and usavo. to the state as tho father 
and mother of its subjects, and to the ruler 
as the place of authority. His powr came 
from the clearness of his convictions, 
coupled with the absolute honestv of his 
soul. 
. Confucianism may b» thus briefly ex- 
plained: There is one ultimate principle of 
all existence—Yhe Tae-Keih. or Grand Ex- 
treme. This is immaterial and is the basis 
of the order of the universe. From this 
ultimate principle, which has operated 
from all eternity, comes nature, both ani- 
mate and Inanimate. It operates by cease- 
less active and passive pulsations. When 
the active pulsation, or expansion, has 
reached its extreme limit, the operation 
(becomes passho. and from these vibrations 
proceed all material and mortal existences. 
Creation, Is therefore, a perpetual process 
—matter nnd spirit aro opposite results ot 
the same force. The one tends to variety, 
the other to unity, and \arioty.m unity is a 
permanent and uni\ersal ia'vv of being. 
Man is the result of tuo utmost develop- 
ment ot this pulsatory action, and man's 
nature, as tho highest result, is perfectly 
food, consisting of live elements, viz: 
Charity, righteousness, propriety, wisdom, 
and sincerity. Evil arises from man's con- 
flict with the outer world, and a man is 
good when he follows tho dictates of his 
own nature, bad when unduly influenced 
by the outr world. The holv man is ono 
who hai an 
instinctive 
sight 
of the 


ultimate principle m its two-fold oper- 
ation 
(or what 
vvo would call the 


sight of God). Confueius was tho last of 
these holy men. The infallible authority of 
the sacred books comes from the fact that 
their writers, being holy men. had an in- 
etmctlve perception of the working of tho 
ultimate principle. 
This last is much like 


the Christian theory of the inspiration of 
the Bible. 


Confucius was undoubtedly ono of the 


greatest of mortals. His system is believed 
and implicitly followed by about ono-fourth 
of tho entire human family, and has been 
the most successful of all. 
. While Confucianism is tho established 
religion nnd rules tho thought of Cmna. it 
permits two others to exist. Thcso mo a 
modified Buddhist system, nnd that of Tao- 
ism. They supply tho supernatural cle- 
ment wholly wanting in tho system of Cop- 
fucius. 
The last hus degenerated .nto 


magic, and something very like our rnooVn 
spiritualism, Wli.it following they have is 
from the least intelligent of the people. 


Thislvabt, complicated, contradictory re- 


ligion can be referred to no founder. It is 
the religion of tho Brahmins, who arc the 
/upperor sacerdotal caste among the Hin- 
doos. It lacks form ,md unity, and the 
test description of it must bo Bomewhat 
vague and unsatisfactory.

Confucius was- remarkable even in his 


youth, and at 15 had made himself master 
« tho five sacred books called King?. The 
literary work of his life was principally 
conflned to cditinz these sacred book*, and 
as we now have them thf>v came trom him. 
The ancient philosophy, vvlnch ho so de- 
cidedly Improved, dates back to ,53>? B. C . 
at which time it was founded by Fuh-he. 
who, so far as the Chinese are concerned, 
invented the art of writing. 


Confucius lived to bo 73 years- of age. 


He says, in his writings: "At 15 years I

Buddha—or more properlv the liuddha— 
was the son of Ihe Kin • of Oudt-. m Central 
India. Siddartha was born about sl\ cen- 
t uiies before 
Christ, and 
early dis- 


tinguished himself by his intellectual and 
moral qualities. At an eurlv age tie re- 
nounced the high place to which he had 
been born and lerft his father's palace, de- 
claring that ho would never return until he 
had attained to a sight of tho dhine law. 
and so became BuJdha. He found no sat- 
isfaction in lirahmimc au-teiitios. but 
practiced them for six years to subdue his 
senses. Itetinng to a secluded spot, after 
a week of constant meditation, he" attained 
the tiue beatific viaiO'.i. Having arrived at 
tho certamtv of truth, he resolved to teach 
it to the world. He met with fierce oppo- 
sition 
from 
the "Hindoo scribes and 


Pharisees'—the 
Icadmu 
Brahmins—but 


gathered around him manv disciples and 
continued bis noble wor'v until he died at 
the age of SO yea-s. 


Buddha, like Christ, left no writings 
whate\er. and his doctrines wero gi\en 
form and permanence bv councils called

ology or iixod history, they live entirely in 
the present. This world nnd time do not 
interest them. God and ct->rmtv are all in 
all. Believing that the bodv i& the great- 
est enemv of the soul, they torture them- 
selves with self-inflicted torments, of the 
nature of which all have reaJ. But one ex- 
treme produces another, and so asceticism 
and gross self-indulgence are both every- 
where present. 


They believe in one Being, the absolute 


spirit, the supreme and only god—Gara 
lirahro. He lias no qualities, attributes, or 
activity. He is neither the object of hope, 
fear. love, nor aversion. Hence he cannot 
be worshiped, and this accounts for tl-e 
universality of idol worship in India. 
Idols of the most grotesque form, endless 
variety, and enormous numbers exitt in 
thousands of temples. 


The sacred books of the Hindoos ars very 


numerous, and are so old that their origins 
are lost in the mists of time. From them 
Louis Jacoiliot, tho renowned Sanskrit 
scholar, has traced not only tho account of 
tho creation of the world, as set forth in 
Genesis, but most of the events recorded 
in the entire Pentateuch, especially the 
Levitical laws. In tho Hindoo account of 
the creation. Adam 
(Adimtt) and Eve 


(Heva) were placed in the island of Ceylon, 
and told by Brahma not to leave it under 
penalty of death. 
Ceylon was not then an 


island, but was connected with the main- 
land of India by a nairow isthmus. There 
the Prince of the Bakchasos. the spirit of 
evil, inspired Adima with a desire to visit 
the mainland, which appeared to be a 
beautiful country. Heva objected, and re- 
ferred to Brahma's command, but yielded 
to Adima's request, and allowed him to 
carry her over the isthmus on his back. 
No sooner had this been traversed than it 
sank into the sea. rendering return impos- 
sible, while the flowery shore became a 
desert. Brahma appeared in great race, 
to put them to death. Adima declared 
Heva to be guiltless, and Brahma decided 
to spare her life: whereupon she prayed 
that she be not left alone, but might share 
her husband's fate. Brahma was touched, 
and pardoned both. It is recorded m the 
sacred books: "The life of man was saved 
at the intercession of a woman, cursed be 
ho who forgets it!" The Adam of Genesis 
acted a much less manly part. 


Almost all the great relicions of the 


world have embraced a trinity—notably 


for that purpose. Unlike the other ancient 
religions. Buddhism has been and is la 
proselytine faith, in which respect it re- 
sembles Christianity. It has now almost 
disappeared from tho land of its birth, but 
is believed to number more than 300.000.0JO 
of followers. These are mainly in Cash- 
mere. Nepaul, Ihibot, Tartary. Mongolia, 
Japan, Siam, BurraaU and Ceylon. 


Buddhism is atheistical only in this: that 


it makes so much of man as to lorget God 
It does not deny God. It savs that of the 
world of absolute being. Nir\ana. we know 
nothing. "We onlv know the everlasting 
laws of nature, by obeying which wo rise, 
and 
disobeying, fait 
The essence of 


Buddha's teaching is: to know the inflexi- 
ble laws of nature and to obey them. The 
god of Buddhism is the Buddha himself, 
the deified man, who. by entering Nirvana 
—the world of absolute being—has become 
an infinite being. The system proposes to 
save man. not from a future, but from a 
present hell, and to save him by teaching. 
Siddartha was undoubtedly one of the best 
of mortals, and his faith is bound to 
endure. 


Zoroaster and the Farsces. 


But two small bodies of Parsnes, or fol- 


lowers of Zoroaster, remain to-day, one 
inl'ersia and the other in India. They are 
a moral, industrious, and generous people. 


The date of the birth of Zoroaster is un- 


known, though the best opinion io that he 
lived about 130!) B. C. 
The religion of 


Zoroaster, like that of Buddha, is essen- 
tially a moral religion. Each of them was 
a revolt against the pantheism of India, in 
the interest of morality, human freedom, 
and tho progress of the race. Zoroaster 
bases his religion upon tho eternal distinc- 
tions between right and wrong, and his 
law is the law of justice. He makes the 
supreme good to consist in truth, duty, 
rk'ht 
He teaches providence, holiness, 


creation. He makes the method of salvation 
to be an eternal battle for good against 
evil. His doctrine as to the wholo duty of 
man he stated thus: "Pure thoughts, true 
words, right actions." 


The second liook of the Parsees is called 


"Zend A vesta." It is neither a theology nor 
a philosophy, but a liturgy—a collection of 
hjmns. prayers, invocations, thanksgiv- 
ings. The prayers are addressed to a mul- 
titude of deities, among whom Ormuzd is 
counted supreme, and the others his serv-

hoso of tgypt, Persia, and Buddhism— 
md Brahmmism forms no exception. The 
Indian trinity consists of Brahma, the cre- 
ator of all things through the power of 
grayer; Vishnu, who mediates botwoen 
;he deities ar.d tho lower races of men. or 
demons, and who represents the protecting 
ind preserving principle: and Siva, tho 
Divine Spirit, who is the power that directs 
the eternal movement of existence and of 
dissolution. This triad form of deity seems 
tho result of an effort to unite in one faith 
all tho various beliefs of India as against 
the Buddhists. Brahma is now littlo wor- 
shiped, the mass of tho people bowing 
down to Chnstna. an incarnation of Vish- 
nu, nnd other cods. Christna, whoso dls- 
iples eave him the narno of Jexeus—pure 
ss-oncn—was born of the virgin Dovan- 
aguy. He was one of the world's greatest 
leathers, and has loft B profound imprec- 
slon upon the people of India, who worship 
him as a god. 


Juggernaut is one of the Incarnations of 


Vishnu, and is worshiped in tho month of 
Juno. His idols are extremely ugly and of 
vast size. 
Formerly thousands of pil- 


grims sacrificed their lives by throwing 
themselves under tho wheels of his tri- 
umphant car as it was drawn thrc/ugh tho 
streets. 
.Tho Hindoos have a curions respect for 


ants. Fire was worshiped as the son of 
Ormuzd. and the Parsees have been gener- 
ally called fire-worshipers. 


The system tenches that the Absolute 


Being — Zeranu-Akerana — produced two 
other divine great beings: one. Qrrauzd, 
who remained true tp him: and the other. 
Ahrimun. Tho first was the King of Light, 
the latter tho King of Darkness. The two 
became antagonists, Ormuzd created the 
material world. Ho began it by bringing 
fortn the Jerouers. which Is the reason 
nnd basis of all existence. A spiritual and 
invisible world, therefore, preceded the 
material world as its prototype. In the 
meantime, in tho nether realm of darkness, 
Ahriman was effecting a corresponding 
creation of darkness—making tin evil to 
correspond to every good thing created by 
Ormuyd. A (treat war, which had been de- 
creed by Zorana-Akerana, resulted, and 
Ahriman was defeated and driven back to 
tho lower regions.

Wo have passed by tho gods of Egypt, 


Greece, and Borne, because they are as 
dead and useless now as the mighty em- 
pires where they once flourished. With 
Judaism and Christianity all are familiar,' 
but t'-e taith of llohammed is not so well 
understood. 


Mohammedanism is of peculiar interest 


because, like Cluistianity, it originated m 
tho full light of history, and has been the 
onlv relimon that has at all threatened tho 
Christian faith. It may be interesting to 
know that the Mohammedans claim that 
many prophecies in the Jewish Biole refer 
to tho coming of thoir propnet, and sus- 
tain tho position with as striking texts as 
those which refer to tho coning of Chiist. 


The Arabs a:e, without doubt, descended 


from Abraham. Tuis 15 shown not only by 
their traditions but by the identity of tho 
roots ot tho two languages and the"similar 
grammatical form*. At the time of the 
coming of the prophet tiie religion of tho 
Arabs was a sad jumble of monotheism 
and poh theism—Judaism. Christianity, 
idolatry, and fetichism.

Satan." the history of mankind 
since the year 022 would have been essen- 
tially different.

faith of probably 200,000,000 of mankind, 
and though falling fa-- short of the first 
ideal of its illustrious founder, exerts a 
powerful and salutary influence over its 
naturally fierce and untamable devotees.

nese baby boy aft- 
er he is born is to 
be shaved. 
But' 


such is the fact. 
A barber comes 
with his razor and' 
all the hair is; 
shaved off 
the- 


poor little fellow's1 


tender scalp. 


After that, baby has to go the barber1 


for his shave, just as a grown man wills 
a beard might go in this country; but] 
he never seems to enjoy it. and cries 
pitifully every time the sharp razorj 
mows down the hair. 
After a while,' 


when the hair begins to grow thicker, 
the head is not 5-haved all over, but is, 
left untouched in spots, just as the 
parents think will look' pretty. 


Sometimes there will be three tufts; 


each as big round as a silver dollar,, 
one just over the middle of the fore-^ 
head, and one over each ear. When 
the hair grows loug enough in these 
tufts, it is braided and tied with a bright 
cord, aud then the baby looks funny 
enough to a foreigner, for each little 
braid stands stiflly up for about two 
inches, aud then" lops over. 
The, 


braids look like horns on his head, and 
holes are cut in his green and red cap 
to let the horns come through. 
When 


he grows older, he is allowed to wear a 
queue like the men. 


When baby is about a mouth old he 


!s given his tirst name, or milk name,' 
as the Chinese call it. A feast is pre- 
pared, the friends are called in, and 


;>apa gives baby his name. This name 
s used only until he is ready to go to; 
school, when a new name is given him 
and another feast is offered to his 
'riends. 


The names given to the boys are odd 


o us, but they seem all right to them. 
L'hink of being called Ink-grinder, or 
?rornising-study! But even this name 
s not kept, for when the boy grows up 
iud is married he takes a "new name, 
vhich he keeps for the rest of his life.' 


If baby's papa is rich, baby is well 


aken care of, carried about* tenderly' 
ind amused to his heart's content; but 
f papa be poor, then the boy, very 
ikely, will be tied to an older"sister's 
jack with a broad piece of cloth, so that 
lis legs dangle down by her sides and 
lis poor little head wobbles about over 
he top of the cloth as if his neck were 
made of India rubber. 


The little nurse goes about her work 


or runs at her play and never seems to 
;ive a thought to her little brother~and 
lis bobbing head; and he does not 
eem to mind it, for, when it looks as 
f his head must be almost shaken off, 
he. very likely, is fast asleep. 


If baby happens to live on a boat, 


as a great many hundred thousand 
persons in China do, his mamma ties a 
big gourd on his back, so that he can- 
not drown if he falls overboard, or he 
is tied by a rope to some part of the 
boat. 


In summer baby wears as little 


clothing as possible; but in winter it 
is just the other way; he wears all the 
clothing that can be put upon him. 
Except in the northern part of China, 
near Pekin, where it is bitterly cold in 
winter, the Chinese people do not have 
fires in their houses even when it is 
cold enough to freeze the water into ice. 


Pair after pair of trousers is put on 


baby's legs, and jacket after jacket on 
his body, until by the time he is clad' 
warmly enough he is quite as broad as • 
he is long, and his little arms stick 
straight out from his sides, so that he 
waddles about, provided he can move 
at all, looking like a red and green 
pillow with a ball on top, aud with 
smaller pillows ou each side where thel 
arms are. It makes no difference to' 
him, then, how cold it js, and he sits, 
in the open air on his little bamboo 
stool, with nose and cheeks very red. 
and his body as warm as toast.

because in China girl babies* are not. 
thought much of, aud. consequently,' 
all the good times come to the boys.— 
Chicaijo Ledger.

I have known one grain to have more) 
effect on some patients than fifteen, 
grains on others. The same can 1>« 
said of morphine. Two grains of this^ 
drug will cause many intense itching! 
.sensations, with parched tongue and] 
throat. On the other hand. I have, 
known patients, even those unused to. 
morphine, to take much larger dosea 
without showing any evil effects. 
There is little doubt but there aro, 
quinine habitues as well as slaves tq 
chloral, morphine and other narcotics 
and drugs; yet its use as a stimulant 
has not become general.

DimlBp, while spending the 
winter of 1W> in Paris, received a fabu- 
lous offer from Henry Lucas, the Napol- 
eon of base-ball in St. Louis, who squan- 
dered his inheiitance in the business and 
queered the famous Maroons in the bar- 
gain. 


Tho "king" accepted the otl'er and re- 


turned to captain the team that held as 
many stars as Spaldiug over had together 
at any one time. 
Duulup's name was on 


every crank's lips and the enthusiasts 
gazed on his second-base play as if ho 
had been one of the gods come down to 
play before their astonished faces. He 
could do as much with one hand as most 
second basemen could with two. 


About that time F. K. Stearns of De- 


troit, purchased the "king" from Lucas 
paying $4,000 merely for his release. 
This sale created a sensation in baee- 
balldom, and the "king" became greater 
than e\er. From Detroit he was sold to 
Pittsburg for 
s?o,OUO, himself receiving 


half the purchase money and a salarv of 
§5,000. 


For two years thereafter Dunlap re- 


ceived much the highest salary paid any 
ball-player. Tho Boston purchase of 
"Mike" Kelly for ?10,(!0l), however, trans- 
ferred the title of "king" to the "only 
Kel," and Dunlap's star began to wane. 
At the opening of the present season he 
was left out in the cold by the Brother- 
hood and narrowly escaped not being en- 
gaged by any cliib. Finally Pittsbnrg 
decided to employ him, aud he went to 
work at a salary at least $5,000 less than 
he had received for many years, with tho 
possible exception of 1^9". Now it ie an- 
nounced that Dnulap has been given his 
release and from a tenin that is perhaps 
«T little bit the worst of any in the 
National League. 
' 


President Spililiug Disappointed. 


"It took us seven years to gain the con- 


fidence of the public," said President 
Spalding during a recent interview, "and 
«ken wo tit last gained it then our club 
began to make money for us. It was tho 
intention of the National League Club in 
this city to make the g mie of base-ball a 
reputable entertainment, to elevate it ia 
every manner possible, ana to do this we 
were compelled at different times to lot 
certain well-known players go. Our rules 
were necessarily stringent, because I 
have found that the general tendency of 
all sporting business is toward the im- 
moral, and to oxercome this decline se- 
vere discipline must be maintained. 


"It was this desire to wake base-ball a 


game that the nation might be proud of 
that caused the National League to re- 
fuse to play Sunday games. Drunkards 
and toughs were not countenanced in the 
clubs, aud after these had been weeded 
out wo made up our minds, here in Chi- 
cago at least, to found a gymnasium that 
would some day be to base-ball nnd all 
sporting events what the Auditorium is 
to art. For this renson a large tract of 
land was purchased on tho West Side and 
as soon as it was practicable we intended 
to erect the necessary buildings and 
amphitheaters. 


"Instead of absorbing all the profits 


each year, the Chicago stockholders put 
the money into a sinking fund, and had 
it drawing interest aud increasing for the 
day when we skoirtd be ready to draw it 
out and in ike use of it. 
Yon would have 


seen no such rickety board affairs as do 
for grand stands ou most base-ball parks, 
but an exalted, beautiful structure, fitted 
with easy chairs, carpeted boxes, orna- 
mented aud furnished with curtains and 
appropriate furniture. 
The field would 


have been an arena far surpassing in 
beauty and adaptation anything yet pre- 
pared or imagined by the nltra fas- 
tidious. 


_ "Although base-ball has been but 
a 


side issue to my business, it has long 
been my desire to see just such a triumph 
us I have referred to 
i wanted Chicago 


to be tho first to prepare a coliseum for 
sports. Tho prepress which the national 
game had been making during the last 
half-dozen years would have justified 
such an enterprise; but now, when we 
were within a year of launching our proj- 
ect, our pla\ers, the men whom wa 
brought out, leave us and start an opposi- 
tion league. The public loses its interest 
in the game, refuses to turn out, nnd the 
money that was saved to ennoble the 
game is to be devoted to maintaiain" a 
losing aggregation. 


."You ask what will be the end? That 
I can't foresee, eicept that I believe the 
League will win the fight. If it doesn't 
we will throw up our hands and let the 
other fellows go for the spoils. 
Chicago 


can't support two clubs. In a game of 
such national interest there should be 
but one club to a town, and then till the 
patriotism would be centered on the work 
of that team. If the people decide that 
they want the Brotherhood to represent 
them, then it shall be in order for us to 
step down and out. If, on the other hand, 
Captain Anson shall win the support of 
the public the Brotherhood will havo to 
quit."

Shakespeare and Shakespere are two 
of the most common ways of spell- 
ing the name, but that these are per 
haps wrongly spelled I \\ill attempt to 
show. 
The old! records give us bu 


little light on the subject, the author 
of 150 or 200 years ago variously ren 
dered it as Chakper, Shaxpur, Shaxper 
Shaksper, 
Schakesper, 
Schakesper 


Shagpere, 
Shaxspere, 
Shaxespere 


Shakspere, 
Shakspear, Shakespeere 


Shackspeare, Shackespeare, Shackes 
pere, Shakpyer, Shaksper, Slmkespere 
Shakyspere, Shakespire, Shakespear 
Shakespeare, and after ninny othe 
forms too numerous to mention. 


It seems from the older records tha 


the name was pronounced Shak-sper 
orShax-pur. In four of the six gen 
uine signatures of Shakespeare pre 
fcerved, the name is spelled "Shake 
spere." 
The remaining two are illeg 


ibly written, but evidently contaii 
eleven or twelve letters. Nearly every 
edition of the works printed before ,tb 
death of the author had the name on 
the tittle page spelled as 
"Shake 


spere." 
This is "also Ben Johnson' 


spelling in 161C, in one instance it be 
ing put in form of "Shakespeare." I 
is believed to have been the change in 
pronunciation of the name that led t< 
the change in spelling it, rendering i 
either as Shakespeare or Shakspeare 
instead of Shaxpur.
